BERLIN, Jan. 6.—(Copyrighted, 1894, 
by Cable and Associated Press.) The 
raising of the American Minister, Hon. 
Theodore B. Runyon, to the rank of 
Ambassador has just been given fitting 
significance by the special compliment 
paid by the Emperor by driving up to 
the Embassy on New Year’s morning 
and sending up his card, personally 
inviting Runyon to the reception. 

' Runyon gave eclat to the event by 
driving up to the palace in. splendid 
style, with a coachman and two foot- 
men in blue coats and white caps. The 
American eagle was painted on the 
carriage and the trappings were elab- 
orately embroidered. The equipage 
caused a great deal of curfosity among 
the people of Berlin, the colors not yet 
being familiar to the people of the city. 

Ambassador Runyon and Mrs. Run- 
yon gave a dinner today to the mem- 
bers and wives of the English and 
American Embassies, all of whom at- 
tended, including the British Ambas- 
sador, Sir Edward Melt, and lady.

Non-pertisan View y of the the Present State of 
B:azilian Afiairs. 

ST. VINCENT (W. I.,) Jan. 6.—(By 
Cable and Associated Press.) A dis- 
patch from the Associated Press corre- 
spondent at Pernambuco, dated De- 
cember 27, says that after a most care- 
ful non-partisan investigation he has 
been forced to the Conclusion that the 
feeling in favor of revolution is con- 
stantly spreading in the north and that 
the presence of government soldiers 
would not be enough to restrain it but 
for the presence of the cruisers Nithe- 


jroy and America, If they should de- 


part the rebellion wou break out as 
in the south. 

Even the troops sym- 
pathize with the rebellion, and would 
not be very severe with the rebels in 
case of an uprising. The crews of the 
Nitheroy and America are reported to 
be very much dissatisfied at not re- 
ceiving the wages promised them, and 
it is believed that unless they are paid 
it will be very difficult to get them to 
fight.

ammunition, and carried back to the 
ranch, where all provisions and every- 
thing useful were taken, including all 
laborers, who were enlisted. 

Gen. Ochoa instructed Bond and 
party to remain at the ranch for three 
days and he would send them a team 
to carry the party here, but Bond se- 
cured a horse and rode in haste tu 
wire for assistance. Ochoa informed 
him that he left El Paso on Wednesday 
with six men, organizing as he pro- 
ceeded down the river, and had gained 
nearly all whom he met. He secured 
arms and ammunition, but did not take 
any money. They completelystripped the 
Rancho Armargosa, twenty miles this 
side of Borracho, of stock and pro- 
visions. 

After leaving Borracho, they went 
east toward Las Lavacas, where they 
expected more recruits, and will prob- 
ably capture the Mexican customhouse 
at Ojenaga today.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—(By’ the As- 
sociated Press.)

sailed from Honolulu on December 24, 
but gave nothing else of interest. This 
is two days later than the Associated 
Press reports from Auckland. “Incred- 
ulity was expressed by the State De- 
partment yesterday concerning the ex- 
clusive Associated Press news from 
Auckland. It has been changed by the 
receipt of a cipher dispatch brought 
by the cutter Corwin which fully con- 
firms the Associated ss news. 

It seems the Queen reconsidered her 
objections to the conditions exacted by 
this government, and that Minister 
Willis has proceeded on the line of his 
original instructions; notifying the pro- 
visional government that they are ex- 
pected to retire and allow the restora- 
tion of the Queen. 

Nothing can be learned as to the ex- 
tent of the disturbante caused by this 
action, but that there is great excite- 
ment in Honolulu is certain. This news 
was a surprise as much to the State 
Department as it was news in the first 
place that Willis had failed to carry 
out his instructions owing to the re- 
fusal of the Queen to accede to the con- 
ditions. 

Representative Raynor, who is to 
speak for the administration in the 
House, was an early visitor at the 
State Departmefit: and was closeter 
with Secretary Gresham some time. 
Senator Gray of Delaware, spokesman 
for the adriinistration in the Senate, 
later had a short conference with the 
of State. 

There is no doubt that all concerned 
feel that this latest phase of the Ha- 
walian imbroglio involves very serious 
consequences. It does not appear that 
there is any disposition on the part of 
the provisional government to ‘yield 
peacefully and. there is no apprehen- 
sion that Willis will resort to force. 
His instructions are implicitly against 
such a course. 

The State Department feels that he 
acted with bad judgment in attempt- 
ing to carry out the policy defined un- 
der very different conditions. Every- 
body is very anxious for the publica- 
tion of the contents of the cipher dis- 
patches brought by the Corwin, but 
the State Department so far has de- 
clined to make the contents known. 

Representative Hitt, evidently giving 
full credence to the truth of’ the Asso- 
ciated Press Auckland dispatch, intro-

wail until Congress could at least have 
had time to take action.” 

“What,” was asked, “do you think is 
the next move to be made by the Pres- 
ident?’ 

“He cannot, with due regard to the 
Constitution, go any further than he 
has gone; but I can’t undertake to say 
what Cleveland will do.” 

Charles Wilder, Hawaiian Consul at 
San Francisco, telegraphed the lega- 
tion here that the Corwin brought no 
mail, dispatches or newspapers to them, | 
and that he is unable toa obtain any- 
thing from the officers of the Corwin 
as to the condition of affairs in Hono- 
lulu.

Prof. Alexander, the Hawalian gen- 
tleman. who was before the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations for 
two days, was at the Capitol this 
morning when the confirmation of yes- 
terday’s Associated Press cable con- 
cerning the situation in Hawaii was 
received. He was greatly interested 
in the news, and said it was not dif- 
ferent from what he had expected. 
“I don't see what more Willis can 
do,” he said. “The President has in- 


certainly will not disregard these in- 
structions. There is danger of a clash, 
however, and that is the critical point 
at present. The Queen's 
will be emboldened by the action on 
the part of Willis, and are likely to do 
something any moment to cause blood- 
shed, and there is no telling what the 
result would be if, one person should 
be killed. 

“The provisional government is firmly 
entrenched and confident in the support 
of its armed force, and is strengthened 
by the conviction of a just cause. They 
will stand out against any encroach- 
ment upon their authority, whether 
from the United States or from others. 
Furthermore, they feel they have the 
support of the great mass of people of 
this country. Thurston is there, and 
has, of course, been able to furnish 
President Dole and his supporters with 
a correct idea of the feeling of the peo- 
ple in America. This will be very re- 
assuring to them, and will go a long 
way toward encouraging the present 
government to stand firm.” 

The report from San Francisco that 
the Mohican was preparing for an im- 
mediate trip to Honolulu is denied by 
the Navy Department. The Mohican 
and Ranger were ordered ready for 
sea about the same time. The nger 
was dispatched to Central America 
several weeks ago. The Mohican has 
been ready to put to sea on short 
notice, but it is said she will not at 
present go to Honolulu. 

DOLE’S REPLY. 

It is considered altogether impro 
able that the Corwin left Honolulu 
without the reply of President Dole to 
the demand of Minister Will at the 
provisional government surf ™¥der its 
authority back .to Liliuokalam: Minis- 
ter Thurston arrived at Honplulu on 
the Alameda, December 21. Cor- 
win left there on December 24. Dole, 
therefore, had the benefit. of Thurs- 
ton’s counsel in framing a reply.

London's Streets Filled With Snow—Boiler 
Explosions. 

LONDON, Jan. 6.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) Snow fell today to a 
depth of several inches. Nothing like 
the present peridd of snow and cold 
has been experienced since 
1888.

The Structure of the Kind in the

THE DEADLOCK. 


Nothing Accomplished in the 
Senate Yesterday. 


Mr. Boutelle of Maine Used for the Speaker's 
Wrath—Ten Democrats Join With. 
the Minority in Not 
Voting.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) HOUSE.—The dead- 
lock in the house continued today. 
The Democratic mand@gers were pow- 
erless to produce their own quorum, 
despite the declaration of the caucus 
last night. The high-water mark today 
was 168 Democrats, or eleven less than 
a quorum. The Republicans, Populists, 
and about ten Democrats refused to 
vote. After four hours spent in fruit- 
less roll-calls, the Democrats adopted 
a resolution, ordering the arrest of 
members absent without leave, and 
then adjourned. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
journal, Mr. Boutelle started the fight 
on a new tack, but was handled 
rough!y. Mr. Catchings called up the 
report from the Committee on Rutes 
while Mr. Boutelle was-clamoring for 
recognition on the grounds that he rose 
to a question of privilege. The Speaker 
sought to ignore him, but he was so 
persistent that he was finally recog- 
nized. 

He said he desired to call up the Ha- 
waiian resolution, and explained that 
while both questions were privileged 
his resolution involving the rights and 
dignity of the House was of a higher 
privilege than a mere privileged re- 
port which related only to the time of 
any procedure. He drew the distinc- 
tion ciearly between a privileged ques- 
tion and a question of privilege, and 
read from the rules and asked a ruling 
from the chair. 

Ex-Speaker Reed interposed to say 
that he hoped that Mr. Boutelle’s point 
of order would be given a careful con- 
sideration, as its correct determination 
was important for the orderly pro- 
ceeding of the House. 

Mr. Boutelle then maintained that 
the resolution having been declared 
privileged and not having been dis- 
posed of, was still before the House, 
and had been before the House for the 
last three days. 

The Speaker declared thet Mr. Bou- 
telle misapprehended the status of af- 
fairs, and stated that the pending ques- 
tion this morning was on the demand 
for the previous question. ._The Speaker 
was just about to ditect’ the clerk tc 
call the rol! when Mr. Boutelle, stand- 
ig in the aisle at the front of the ros- 
trum, interposed, saying: “‘I hope the 
chair will reflect before it makes that 
ruling.”’ 

“Any intimation that thé chair has 
not ereflected is a _ reflection on the 
chair,”’ retorted the Speaker ,severely. 

Mr. Boutelle disclaimed any intention 
to reflect on the chair, but the Speaker 
would not be appeased, and declared 
emphatically that the chair had ruled 
and directed the clerk to call the roll 
on the motion to take up the Rules 
Committee’s report. In the midst of 
great confusion, Mr. Boutelle, while the 
loud voice of the clerk was ringing 
through the hall, shouted that he ap- 
pealed from the decision of the chair, 
but no attention was paid to him by 
the Speaker. ... 


“I protest against the whole eed- 
‘ing!’ he yelled above the din. then 
retired to his seat, while the Demo- 


crats laughed heartily: 

The Republicans, continuing their fil- 
ibustering tactics of the. last three 
days, sat silent in their seats. The 
following Democrats also refused to 
answer to their names: Messrs. Sibley, 
Beltzhoover of Pennsylvania, Camp- 
bell of New York, English of New Jer- 
sey, Geary of: California and Sperry 
of Connecticut. The vote resulted 167 
to 0. The Dernocrats still lacked twelve 
of a quorum, three more than the high- 
water mark of yesterday. . 

Before the announcement, on. mo- 
tion of Mr. Catchings, a call of the 
House was ordered. The call devel- 
oped the presence of 270 members. On 
motion of Mr. Catchings further pro- 
ceedings under the call were dispensed 
with and the vote recurred on the de- 
mand for the previous question. It 
was the same old story. Again _the 
Republicans and the small coterie of 
Democrats remained mute, and the 
quorum disapeared. This time 168 Dem- 
ocrats voted— one more than on the 
first roll-call. On motioh of Catchings 
the call of the House was ordered. 

During the progress of the call, Mr. 
Hull asked that his colleague, Mr. Per- 
kins, be excused on the ground of im- 
portant business. Objection was made, 
and then Mr. Hull moved to be excused. 
This resulted in a parliamentary tan- 
gle. On a rising vote he was*excused.

‘Water Company. 


The Property is Not at Present on 
the Market. 


A Letter from Secretary Mott in Which the 
Reasons of the Corporation for 
" This Stand are Fully 
| » Set Porth. 


The following communication from 
Secretary Mott of the City Water Com- 
pany, declining the city’s offer to pur- 
chase the plant of that company, was 
yesterday filed with the City Clerk: 

| OFFICu OF 
LOS ANGELES CITY WATER Co., 
LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) Jan. 5, 1893. 

To C..A. Luckehbach, City Clerk, 
city—Dear Sir: I hereby acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of December 
23, 1893, stating in effect that the Coun- 
cil of. the city of Los Angeles, pur- 
suant to the recommendation and re- 
port of the Committee on Water Sup- 
ply (which report had been adopted 
yy the Council and published in the 
daily newspapers,) you offered, in_be- 
half of the city, the sum of $1,493,642.50, 
(subject to the approval of the voters 
of the city,) for ali the rights and prop- 
erties owned and controlled by the 
Los Angeles City Water Company 
and allied corporations. 

In reply, I. would, in the outset, ber 
leave to repeat what I substantially 
Stated in my letter of December 21 to 
Hon. F. 8S. Munson, chairman of the 
said Water Supply Committee, to the 
effect that the properties to which you 
refer are not at present in the mar- 
ket for sale; first, because the said 
companies are under such contract with 
third persons that they cannot now ne- 
gotiate any sale to the city, and, sec- 
ond, because the position taken by the 
city in regard to the property rights 
of said companies seems to be such 
as to make it very improbable that any 
Satisfactory sale could be negotiated 
until those property rights shall be 
judicially settled. 

As the offer you make'is based upon 
the report of the Committee on’ Water 
Supply to which. you refer, it is deemed 
proper here to make some reference to 
that report for the purpose of stcting 
that the representations and estimates 
thereili contained are considered by the 
water companies referred to to be far 
from cortect or impartial, and can only 
be accounted for on the ground that 
they are the representations and esti- 
mates of only one party to the proposed 
bargain, where the proposing purchaser 
is trying to decry the value of the prop- 
erty it desires to purchase with the 
view of buying it at a price far below 
its value. This conjecture would seem 
to be verified by reference to several of 
the items of the said report, one or two 
only of: which I shall here take time to 
specially refer to as samples of the rest. 

The following is a quotation from that 
report: 

“The Garvanza or Arroyo Seco system 
consists” of @ right-of-way over 1572 
acres of land, lying in the Arroyo Seco, 
south of-the Terminal Railroad bridge, 
and lands adjoining the town of Gar- 
vanza. About one million gallons of 
water per day are gathered by means 
of 2000 feet of twenty-inch cement pipe 
laid beneath the bed of the Arroyo 
Seco, and led to the city by means of 

n eleven-inch sheet-iron pipe, as far as 

t Lo& Angeles, when the size of the 
pipe is reduced and the water is carried 
on to the Florence Terrace reservoir, 
built on city 

“The point in the Arroyo Seco where 
the water is gathered will ultimately 
receive the drainage of cesspools and 
privy. vaults in the town of Garvanza 
and adjoining properties, and this fact 
will render the water dangerous to. 
health. Notwithstanding these objec- 
tions, this water could be used for 
flushing sewers and sprirkling streets, 
and your committee have estimated 
that the city can pay $18,000 for said 
proverty rights.”’ 

Now the facts are that five or six 
years ago.the City Water Company 
paid $50,000 in gold coin for the water- 
rights and rights-of-way in the land 


above referred to, and has since tnen 


expended for developing the property, 
in the way of underground works and 


pipes upward of $30,000, and some of | 


the city’s own witnesses in the te 
case before Judge Van Dyke testified 
that the water from that source was 
the purest and best that comes into 
the city. The far-fetched assertion of 
the committee that “‘the point where 
the water is gathered will ultimately 
receive the drainage of cesspools and 
privy vaults in the town of Garvanza 
and adjoining properties,” is unwar- 
ranted and untrue,*for the gradc of the 
town of Garvanza, which any observer 
on the ground can readily see, is such 
that if, in the future, any of its drain- 
age should reach the Arroyo Seco, it 
would be.at some point below where 
the water of the water company is 
gathered. Such an untrue and un- 
called-for assertion of the committee 
would seem to have been made purely 
for the purpose of trumping up some 
excuse for its gross undervaluation of 
the property. For if similar objections 
were to prevail, the committee wouid 
have to condemn the water of the Los 
Angeles River as unfit for use on ac- 
count of being under the contingent 
drainage from cesspools of present and 
future settlements in and along the 
upper valley of that river. 

ihe committee’s action in regard to 
the item above referred to is sufficient 
to show with what a spirit of partiality 
and unfairness they. made out the 
whole report in regard to the property 
which they proposed to purchase. 

One other erroneous statement of the 
report I will here refer to, which is in 
regard to the title of the Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company to 
the waters and water rights acquired by 
that company fromthe owners of the 
San Rafael and Los Feliz: ranchos,lying 
on the Los Angeles River just above the 
city limits. 

The report is greatly in error in as- 
suming that the city is the exclusive 
owner of those waters, and in saying 
that it was so decided by Judge Van 
Dyke in the late case of the City vs. 
Crystal Springs Land and Water Com-

patho records in that case plainly show 
that the only decision made in that case 
was in favor of the Crystal Springs 
Company on its motion to non-suit 
the city on the ground that the city 
had failed to make out any case suffi- 
cient to call on the Crystal Springs 
Water Cempany to put in any evi- 
dence on its part. -And thereupon the 
court rendered judgment in favor of the 
water company against the city for 
costs and disbursements, etc. 

It is true, however, that the judge 
incidentally and gratuitously remarked 
that upon the evidence of the city dlone 
and in the absence of the _ evi- 
dence of the Crystal. Springs 
Company, which was not before him, 
and which he could not know or antici- 
pate, he was of the opinion that to the 
extent of using the water within the 
patent limits of the city it had ay, 
paramount right to the use of the 
waters of the Los Angeles River and 
its sources, ignoring, however, any 
right in the city to use any of those 
waters outside of those patent limits, 
and thus inferentially leaving to the 
water company. the prior right to the 
use of so eo of said waters as shal) 
or may be tsed by the city outside of 
its--patent limits.

“JHOODOOED BY A COW. 


Two Transatlantic Steamships Broke Down 
in the Same Spot. 

(New York Press, Dec. 11:) The crew 
of the Etruria say it was all due to a 
dead cow. Whether this is the fact or 
not néither Capt. Walker of the Etru- 
ria nor Capt. Jameison of the New 
York can tell, although boty think it 
a strange occurrence that the two 
great steamships, both bound west, 
should have broken down on the same 
day in exactly the same latitude and 
longitude. By a singular coincidence 
the steamships were beth delayed ten 
and a half hours for repairs, and: each 
of the vessels was aboui twelve hours 
lave in making this port. 

The Etruria reached this port yes- 
terday morning, bringing a crew of sea- 
men who believe: that old Neptune is 
after them in earnest. Seamen are 
always superstitious, and to the aver- 
age tar it is as unlucky to sight a dead 
cow at sea on the sixth day of the last 
month of the year as it is to fali over- 
board on Friday. On the 6th of this 
month the lookout on the Etruria 
sighted a dead cow.

New Developments in the Saloon 
Sensation. 


Saizmann Rescued from the Clutches of the 
Dive Keepers by tis Attorney— 
A Queer State of 
Affairs.

The publication in this correspond- 
ence Saturday respecting the treatment 
of G. Saizgmann by certain saloon- 
keepers in San Bernardino, has been 
the means of rescuing that unfortunate 
individual from further robbery at theix 
hands, and probably from death. : 

Henry Bleecker, Salzmann’s 
read the statement in The Times, and 
came at once to San Bernardino to 
rescue him. Mr. Bleecker had been en- 
deavoring to find Mr. Salzmann for 
nearly a month, the latter, having left 
him at Los Augeles December 7, 1893, 
with the avowed intention of purchas- 
ing an orange grove. But Salzmann 
did not state where he was going. 
Alter writing several letters to 
Hueneme, Mr. Salzmaun’s anu 
getting no clew to him,. Mr. Bleecker 
began to suspect thut he was dead or 
that he had fallen a victim to foul play. 
Arriving in this city, Mr. Bleecker at 
once began an investigaticn, and found 
the statements reBpecting Charles Ber- 
nard’s treatment of Mr. Salzmann were 
correct. ‘‘three Checks have been 
found, the sums called for in part of 
them having been raised, and the dates 
altered, and upon one the printed name 
of the bank upon which it was drawn 
Was scratched, and another name of a 
bank inserted. The dates were also 
changed. 

Mr. Salzmann was found in the hands 
of Mr. Travilla, of the Office saloon, 
and the attorney states that he has not 
yet fo@ind cause for action against him, 
as he has had no checks made out 
there. The only complaint he can make 
against Travilla is that he has given 
Salzmann entirely too much liquor, 
keeping him in an intoxicated state 
all the time. He also finds that Tra- 
villa has been caring for Salzmann 
pretty well, and has, for a few days 
past, given him less liquor, sobering 
him somewhat, and has also been in- 
strumental in securing evidence against 
Barnard. Travilla prepared a state- 
ment on Saturday, cleariug him from 
having in any way defrauded Salzmann 
of any of his money, and declaring that 
for all money received by Travilla he 
(Salzmann) received full value. This 
statement was presented to Salzmann 
in the presence of the clerk at the 
New St. Charles, and Salzmann affixed 
his name thereto. Mr. Bleecker states 
when this paper wag signed Salzmann 
was in such a state of intoxication as 
to be wholly irresponsible.» The affair 
is creating a great stir in this city, 
and at the investigation, which is to 
take place on the 16th, there wil) be a 
number of statements made‘ which, it 
is said, will create a big sensation. 

Mr. Bleecker took Mr. Salzmann to 
Los Angeles with him Saturday even- 
ing, but will return with him at the 
time the investigation comes up before 
the City Trustees.- He states that al- 
though Mr. Salzmann has a large sum 
of money, the amount reported is 
greatly exaggerated. 

Salzmann is a man about 35 years of 
age, a jeweler by trade, good hearted, 
but having little will or decision of 
character, and a slave to drink.

GUSAF LARSSEN’S LECTURE. 

The Sloyd Training-school was filled 
yesterday afternoon by a large audi- 
ence, who listened with interest to the 
exposition of a system of training that 
is carrying everything before it wher- 
ever introduced. 

Dr. Larrsen talked in a straightfor- 
ward manner on a subject to the study 
or which he has devoted the major por- 
tion of his life, with an enthusiasm 
which is infectious. His illustrations 
and explanations of the various models 
used in training schools were intelligible 
to the meanest understanding. The 
word Sloyd, as in the case of ‘“‘kinder- 
garten,”’ having no equivalent English 
word, has been incorporated and be- 
come part of. our. language. Sloyd 
aims at training the intellect through 
the medium of the hand, developing the 
sensory nerves, through them the brain, 
Thus it teaches boys not only how to 
make a living, but how to 
live. The system was originally planned 
after the Swedish Sloyd, but, as a re- 
sult of actual experience in Boston, 
since 1887 with classes of boys it has 
now been carefully adapted to the needs 
of the youth of America, 

The four years’ course In tocol work 
is one which is adapted to the teaching 
of large classes in elementary schools. 
It includes the making of fifteen dif- 
ferent joints, involving the use of fif- 


ty-seven .different tools. It is em- 
ployed, experimentally, several 
schools in Boston, as @ regular part 


of the public school work, where it is 
thought to have proved -its value by 
stimulating mental activity which 
shows itself by better work in other 
branches of study. | 
- At-the close of the lecture many 
questions were asked by the audience, 
testifying that the speaker had _ suc- 
ceeded in arousing no Ilittle interes. 
among those present in his subject, Part 
of the audience then visited the class 
work in the handsome building provided 
for the purpose, and dispersed finally 
with interest revived in the Santa Bar- 
bara Sloyd School.

THE CABINET. 


Inside Stories of the Pres- 
ident’s ‘‘Leftenants,” 


Gossip About the Big Men of 


Cleveland’s Official Family. 


How the Different Ministers Come 
to Cabinet Meetings. 


Secretary Morton’s Turnout and Secretary 
Smith's Horse—Something About 
Their Wives and 
Families. 


Special Corresvondcnce of The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 27, 1893.—It was 
ten minutes to 11 o’clock last Tuesday. I 
stood on the White House steps. Presi- 
ent Cleveland was in his office up- 
stairs, ready to go to his Cabinet meét- 
ing, which was to take place when the 
clock struck 11. A steady stream of 
visitors, sightseers and bridal couples 
sauntered up and down the half-moon 
walks which lead from the iron fence 
to the porte cochere of the Executive 
Mansion. Some of the sightseers were 
in the vestibule starifg at the wall of 
glass which separates the long prome- 
nade corridor from it. Others were 
trying the chairs in the east room, 
and still others were buttonholing the 
guards and asking to be admitted to 
the private apartments of the house, 
Two brass-buttoned policemen stood at 
the door, and a half dozen messen- 
gers, lounging in chairs or standjng 
guard here and there, could be seen. 
No Congressmen or office seekers were 
visible. No one is received on Cabinet 
days and this order has become s0 
well known that the latter class keep 
a@way, and the members, if they call at 
all, come early. I had taken my stand 
here to watch the Cabinet come up. 
First I saw a carriage, with prancing 
horses, driving in at the gate. A swell 
coachman sat on the box, and a blonde 
man of fifty odd, dressed in dapper 
clothes, was its sole occupant. He had 
a heavy straw-colored mustache, bright 
blue eyes and rosy cheeks. He sat 
straight up in the carriage and as his 
fiorses were feined suddenly up before 
fore me under the porte cochere I 
could see that his yellow gloves were 
new and that his clothes had been made 
by a good tailor. This man was Secre- 
tary Morton, the horny-handed farmer 
of the administration. He had a 
merge of papers in his left hand. 
ut he held them gingerly, as though 
he thought the dried ink might dis- 
color his new gloves; and as he jumped 
from the carriage I could see no signs 
of gardening or plowing upon his pol- 
ished boots. Secretary Morton always

drives to the Cabinet meetings. He has 
for years made enough out of his farm 
to enable him to keep a fancy turnout, 


. and Uncle Sam provides each of his 


Cabinet officers with a carriage. This 
was a government carriage and it be- 
longed to the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The Secretary of Agriculture 
stepped briskly into the White House 
after alighting from it, then turned to 
the left and then to the right, going 
upstairs to the Cabinet room. 

The next'arrival was the Secretary of 
State. Judge Gresham looks more like 
a farmer than Morton. He walks from 
the State Department to the White 
House at Cabinet meetings, and he has 
@ way of pushing himself along with 
right-angled gestures which is peculiar 
to himself. He often wears a slouch 
hat, but today he had on a stiff silk plug, 
the nap of which was well roughed up. 

@ came up the walk to the porch with 
with a look of determination written 
all over him. This said, “‘I‘am going to 
get there by and by,”’ and he did. He 
spoke to the guards as he came up and 
saluted every one with a democratic 
“How do you do?” He had.no papers 
to carry, nor did he put. on airs. As 
he passed me I noted that the gray 
hairs have crept rapidly in and out 
among the black strands of his hair 
and beard, and that he is now on the 
edge of growing old, though: his walk 
shows that he still feels the wound 
he received at the battle of Atlanta. 

A WAR STORY OF GRESHAM. 


Speaking of that battle, I heard the 
story of Gresham’s wound the other 
day. Gen, McPherson was over him, 
and a day or two before Atlanta fell 
a shell struck Gresham and carried 
away the fleshy part of his leg above 
the knee. He was badly hurt, but he 
had the nerve to send word to Gen. 
McPherson that he was disabled and 
had been ordered to the rear. McPher- 
son sent back a sympathetic message 
and an escort, and Gresham was car- 
ried out by a roundabout course to a

friends on McPherson’s staff: ‘Here 
goes for a major-generalship or bust.”’

He had rid- 
den barely a dozen rods before he re- 
ceived a shot in the leg which knocked 
him from his horse and threw him to 
the ground. The wound Was‘ such a 


pital advised the amputation of the 
leg, but this Gresham refused to per- 
“mit. Blood-poisoning ensued, and he 
had a hard struggle for life. I am 
told that he now and then still feels 
the effects of the wound. The blood- 
poisoning left his stomach weak, and, 
though he has a great capacity for 
work, he has to use much care as to 
his health. 

{ was thinking of the story as I 
saw the general push his way into the 
Executive Mansion. There was hardly 
a limp in his walk, but what an historic 
path his feet have trod. From the war 
until now he has been a part of our 
history. He has had the closest associa- 
tion with men of both parties. Gen. 
Garfield at one time intended to make 
him Secretary of the Interior, and 
President Arthur thought enough of 
him to make him Postmaster-General

and Secretary of the Treasury. He has 
never been an office-seeker, 
said not long ago that he never allow- 
ed ambition to take hold of him for. 


There is no man in the Cabinet who 
has so many strong friends as Gres- 
ham, nor anyone who is more Demo- 
cratic. He has torn the red tape from 
the State Department and you may 
find him almost any evening ready for 
a chat at his home. He has the confi- 
dence of the President, and I venture 
he makes no bones of saying just what 
he thinks without regard to the conse 
quences of Cleveland liking it or not. 
He sits at the right of the President 
in his Cabinet meetings, and he usually 
oe mea in to them about five minutes 
ate. 

A LOOK AT ATTY»+GEN. OLNEY. 

As the door closed behind Judge 
Gresham I saw the Attorney-General 
walk into the White House grounds. 
A little sober, student-like man, with 
a gray mustache and iron-gray hair, 
he came gingerly along with his over- 
coat on his arm. The day was warm, 
and Gresham had left his coat at home.

LAMONT AS WAR SECRETARY: 
Another rich mn in President Cleve- 
land’s Cabinet is Daniel Lamont. He 
followed Bissell up the White House 
steps this afternoon. He is. six inches 
shorter than the Postmaster-General, 
and, though he has materially gained 
in weight since he was private secre- 
tary to Cleveland, he does not now 
weigh more than half as much as Mr. 
Bissell. He has not aged in the past 
eight years. His mustache is the same 
wiry red, his china-blue eyes. look out 
from under the same heavy, unwrinkled 
brows, and his only difference is seen 
in fuller cheeks and perceptible paunch. 
Secretary Lamont is always well 
dressed. He wears business clothes 
as a rule, but they are new, 
and the creases in his pants 
are as clearly defined as were 
those of Secretary Whitney’s. Lamont 
leads a democratic life at the War De- 
partment. He: has a little ante-room 
back of his office, whére he receives his 
friends, and in which many a confiden- 
ial political chat is held. He is a rapid 
worker and knows how to make others 
work for him. There are no frills about 
him, and though he is now rich and fa- 
mous, he puts on no more airs than he 
did when he was comparatively poor. 
Iam told that the biggest salary he had 
ever received up to the time he en- 
tered the White House was considera- 
bly less than the amount he got there.

GREEN STAMPS OFFERED. 


A New Phase of Green-goods Being Offered 
the Public. 

(New York Journal:) 
gentry are a new 

lay. They are carrying a side line, 
as it were, and the postal authorities 


sponsible for it, as the green-goods 
business has been extremely dull since 
the middle of the summer. 

The new scheme, in short, is the 
offering of postage stamps, instead of 
counterfeit money, with the insinua- 
tion that they are either counterfeits 
or have been stolen. .The boldness of 
these men is evidenced in this scheme, 
even more than in the counterfeit 
money deal, for not only are they im- 
portuning private citizens, but third 
and ‘fourth-class postmasters all over 
the country. 

Postmasters are dangerous men to 
make such a proposition, because they 
are more than likely to communicate 
with the authorities at Washington or 
New York. As it is, the secret service 
here has received hundreds of com- 
plaints during the past week from post- 
masters, but all these have been turned 
over to Anthony Comstock, and his 
agents are hard at work trying to run 
down the offenders. 

Mr. Comstock thinks he recognizes 
the handiwork, and that it emanates 
from one of the most dangerous gangs 
in New York. 

Here is a specimen of the latest let- 
ter that has been received by a num- 
ber of New York State postmasters: 

“Dear Sir: I have 100,000 2-cent post- 
age stamps (face value $2000) that I will 
sell to any one who will not ask ques- 
tions, and who knows enough to keep 
his mouth shut, for $900, or I will sell 
50,000 for $500.. These stamps are all in 
original sheets, and are in good condi- 


The purchasers are directed to write 
or telegraph to Albert Young, No. 12 
Whitehall street, New York. Of course, 
no trace of Young is to be fonnd at the 
address given, and no ore in the build- 
ing knows anything about him. 

Tt is this nhase that puzzles the post- 
office authorities—how, in case the 
victim writes, is Young going to get 
the mail. On receipt of the first letter 
turned over to the New York author- 
ities by an Ohio postmaster, the carrier 
on the Whitehall-street route was or- 
dered to turn over all letters bearing 
the address of “‘Albert Young, No. 12 
Whitehall street,”’ to the inspector’s 
office. 

In order to test the letter carriers, 
decoy letters are all the time being 
sent out to fictitious addresses by the 
postoffice. and should the carriers fail 
to return them there is trouble in 
plenty for them. This is in order to 
break up any connection between let- 
ter carriers and green-goods men. 

It is believed that most of the re- 
plies from victims have been sent by 
telegraph, because in one of the cir- 
culars there is a suggestion that this 
is the wiser plan, in order to avoid any 
complications with the Postoffice De- 
partment. 

The other circulars accompanying the 
packet are similar to. the regulation 
green-goods circular, except that “‘post- 
age stamps” is substituted for “‘goods.” 
The circulars go on to say that these 
come in all the various denominations 
from 1 cent up to $5, and that all are in 
perfect condition. With this is the 
usual newspaper clipping describing the 
failure of the government authorities 
to distinguish between the genuine and 
the counterfeit. 

When a victim bites, the regular pro- 
ceeding is gone through, and a box 
with one sheet of genuine stamps on 
top of a lot of blank paper of the 
same size is palmed off on him. The 
postoffice secret service has reason to 
believe that a number of victims have 
already been found, but so far they 
have been utterly umable to catch the 
offenders.

Some New Stories About 
Secretary Gresham 


And Other Men Who are Making 
Current History. 


A Secretary and an Assistant Ditto 
Who Love Each Other, 


A Great Man Who Lost His Americanism in 
the London Fog — Mr. Bennett 
Tries His Hand at 
Roulette.

During the long extra session of Con- 
gress, when silver alone filled the 
minds of statesmen, the only member 
of the Cabinet who cut much of a fig- 
ure in the eyes of the public was Sec- 
retary Carlisle. But when he haa been 
disposed of, for a time at any rate, 
and Hawaii became the theme of dis- 
cussion, Secretary Gresham .came to 
the front and he is still there. Al- 
though he really played a very impor- 
tant part in the great silver contest, 
the fact is not generally known, and 
his letter to the President recommending 
the restoration of the amiable Queen 
signalized his first real appearance upon 
the stage of action. Meanwhile ‘the 
Judge,” as he is familiarly called in 
Washington, had been attending 
strictly to business and storing away 
ammunition for the battle which he 
knew was inevitable. i 

If personal friends count for any- 
thing in the contest now fairly inau- 
gurated he will not lack for very strong 
local support. Not being a distributor 
of patronage, he has h&d no occasion to 
make enemies, and he could not help 
making friends if he should try. Of 
all the members of the Cabinet, strange 
as it may seem to those who have been 
led to regard Gresham as the straight- 
est-laced sort of a mugwump, he is by 
far the most democratic. From time 
immemorial the State Department has 
been surrounded by atmosphere of 
profound mystery. a matter of 
fact it has been for years the most 
leaky department of the government. 
There is hardly a newspaper correspond- 
ent in Washington who has not had a 
private wire into the innermost recesses 
of diplomacy, and he is a very new op- 
erator in either of the telegraph offices 
who cannot read the State Department 
code as readily as plain English. But 
the forms of caution and secrecy were 
scrupulously observed at the depart- 
ment itself during the regimés of Fre-

linghuysen, Bayard.and Blaine. Even 
if sufficiently favored to ob- 
tain an audience, he could not reach 
the Secretary until he had passed 
through one, and sometimes two. or 
three, rooms, and never less than a 
dozen assistants, clerks and other min- 
ions. 

The first thing Judge Gresham did 
when he arrived in Washington was to 
abolish all ceremony. He horrified the 
attendants by directing that the door 
into his reom from the corridor be left 
open and the passage kept clear 50 that 
anybody who wanted to see him could 
walk right in as they do out West. He 
established himself at a big desk in 
the middle-of the room in plain view 
of the corridor, and any casual vis- 
itor who felt inclined to drop in and say 
how-dye-do to the first member of the 
Cabinet had no difficulty in getting 
his wish.

One night, shortly after the extra ses- 
sion convened, while the wives and 
daughters were still at the summer re- 
sorts and the men were obliged to con- 
gregate by themselves and get such 
amusement as they could, the judge 
was seated in a big leather chair in the 
office of the Arlington.

(‘subject to the approval of the voters 
‘of the city’) made by the party of the 
first part for the water and works of 
the party of the second part; the rea- 
son given for such declination being 
that said water and works are not for 
sale, firstly, because they are not on 
the market, being in the hands of third 
parties, and, secondly, because there is 
too wide a margin of difference be- 
tween the views of the prospective 
buyers and the possible selilers. 
Had the secretary of the water’com- 
pany chosen, he might probably have 
put the matter in fewer words, to wit, 
that the city only offers $1,493,642. for 
property which the parties who have 
an option on it value at $3,250,000, and 
that the city claims to own all the 
water, whereas the company claims to 
possess fee simple to the most impor- 
tant source of supply. 
This would certainly seem to be a 
sufficiently wide variance to discourage 
any ordinary person in a trade; but the 
anxious and ambitious statesmen who 
represent the city’s interests have ap- 
parently not yet written the word 
in the bright lexicon. of their. 
youthful dreams. 
there, they pretend not to see it but 
are prepared to forge right ahead like 
a locomotive on the down grade—or a 
bull in a china shop. What they ex- 
pect to accomplish is not exactly clear 
to the naked eye of the average citi- 
zen, but then, you see, they are work- 
ing in the interest of the people and 
the implantation of that fact in the 
mind is worth much—to the 
statesmen aforesaid—especially toward 
the time when faithful public servants 
grateful recognition and due 
reward at the polls from the voters 
whose interests they have so nobly de- 
fended against the monster Corpora- 
tion (with a capital C.) 
But this is a digression. Meantime, 
the question which the average citi- 
zen, who is neither a stockholder in the 
water company nor a candidate for re- 
election, will ask is: Where are we at?

DEBASING THE STAGE. 


It appears to be the regular thing for 

any one who distinznishes himself in 
certain lines of activily nowadays to 
use the notoriety which he thus aitains 
as a stepping-stone to the stage. This 
has been the case of late with prize- 
fighters, and bridge-jumpers, and train- 
robbers, and many other people who 
have achieved fame in similar lines of 
industry. It is now announced ‘that 
Schaefer, the celebrated billiard player, 
is to go on the stage as a star, com- 
mencing at the modest salary of $250 
per week. Of course it is not pretended 
that any dramatic ability which he pos- 
Sesses is worth that or any similar 
amount of compensation. It is simply 
a piece of humbug of the Barnum type, 
but theatrical managers have dis- 
covered with Barnum that the Ameri- 
can people like to be humbugged, and 
that there is money in accommodating 
them. This is all very well for the 
managers, but it is rough on those old- 
fashioned play-goers who still like to 
see a performance which has some his- 
trionic ability in it. As it is, a great 
majority of the performances which 
now travel around the country are both 
tiresome afd absurd, from a dramatic 
point of view, and, meantime, the 
taste of the public in theatrical matters 
is becoming more or less debased. As a 
means of healthy relaxation, combined 
with some instruction, the stage is de- 
serving of hearty support, but when it 
is debased to the point of becoming a 
simple buffonery, and in some cases, 
as in that of the Evans play, an apol- 
ogist for crime, it rapidly approaches a 
point where it will lose its hold on the 
better class of citizens, and will then 
be open to just’ criticism. 
The time goes by, and nothing has 
yet been done by this city or county 
to furnish employment for those who 
are out of work in this section. Other 
cities and counties in Southern Califor- 
nia are moving in this direction but 
Los Angeles lags behind which should 
not be. As the foremost county 
of Southern California we should set 
a good “example and take the lead 
in such matters as these. Not only 
this, but it is a question of self-preser- 
vation for us to do 30, as the un- 
worthy class which is driven out of ad- 
joining counties by the work test will 
certainly pour in upon us unless we 
take some step in the same direction.

HOLCOMB CASE, 


THE 


Disbarment Proceedings 
Commenced. 


The Story Told by the Attorney’s 
Divorced Wife, 
How She Personated a Defendant ina 
a Divorce Suit. 


Claims That It Was at tier Husband's lasti- 
gation—Damaging lestimony by a 
Former Client—Court 
Notes. 


Slightly disfigured as the result of the 
Scourging he received at the hands of 
his former wife on Mriday last, W. W. 
Holcomb, the attorney, appeared before 
Judge Shaw and a large crowd of 
morbidly-curious spectators in Depart- 
ment Five yesterday to answer to cer- 
tain charges preferred against him by a 
former client, Mrs. Mary B. Hyiand, 
who sought thereby to secure his dis-~ 


barment. 
He was Yepresented by Messrs. Rob- 
ert A. King and W. T. Williams, whiie 
Messrs. R. Dunnigan and H. W. O’ Mel- 
veny, who had been appointed By the 
court for that purpose, appeared on be- 
half of the prosecution. 

When the case. was called at 10 
o'clock, the -defendant’s. counsel pre- 
sented a demurrer to. the accusation on 
file against Holoomb. upon the ground 
that it did not state facts sufficient to 
justify. proceedings for the  disbar- 
ment, and that. the court had no juris- 
diction over the matter at issue for 
various statutory reasons. | 

At the close of the argument in sup- 
port of the demurrer, the court re- 
served its decision, and the hearing 
Was proceeded with. 

In her acctisation, which is a some- 
what voluminous type-written docu- 

ent, Mrs. Hyland, in three counts, 
makes the following allegations: 

First—That on March 20, 1888, Hol- 
comb filed a complaint for divorce in 
favor’ of the plaintiff in the case of J. 
Franklyn Ramp vs. Loretta Ramp, and 
in order to procure service of summons 
upon the defendant therein, got his 
wife, Emma Holcomb, to register at the 
Hotel Westminster on March 21, 1888, 
as said Loretta Ramp, and induced her 
to represent said defendant. 

Second—That on March 18, 1892, Mrs. 

Hyland employed Holcomb as her attor- 
ney to defend an action for divorce, 
and that he delivered a written agree- 
ment to her to the effect that he would 
prosecute said action free of charge. 
But that afterward he falsely pre 
tended that his wifé, Mrs. Emma Hol- 
comb, was going to be a witness, and 
that it would be necessary to employ 
one W. T. Williams, who would be uble 
to manage said witness, and that it 
would be requisite to pay him for his 
services, but that the fact must be kept 
from the knowledge of the court. That 
he then instructed her to bring the 
money in her pocketbook, which was 
to be laid upon the table in said Will- 
iams’s office, and that on May 6, 1892, 
she followed out said instructions, 
when Holcomb took $50 out of her 
pocketbook and handed it to Williams, 
promising to get attorney’s fees allowed 
by the court, when he would return 
said sum. That the court afterward 
made an allowance of $150, but that 
Holcomb collected it and refused to 
pay any part of, or to discharge said 
obligation. That he also collected $40, 
which had been paid by Hyland as wit- 
ness’s. fees, of which- he retained $20. 
That during the pendency of said suit 
the court allowed her $25 per month 
alimony, of which Holcomb collected 
$10; but She being sick, directed him 
to purchase whisky, which had been 
prescribed for her by her physician, 
when he charged her $2 for 50 cents 
worth of liquor. 
Third—That during the first week 
in September, 1893, Holcomb came to 
the house of petitioner, and endeavored 
to persuade her to induce a young lady, 
named Ida, to come down from San 
Francisco and bring suit against George 
H. Strong, who was ‘then a client of 
Holcomb, stating that he would get a 
large fee out of said Strong for defend- 
ing such an action. 

Holcomb, in his answer to said ac- 
cusation, denies each and every allega- 
tion and alleges the facts to be, with 
reference to that part of it which re- 
lates to Mrs. Hyland, that she and 
Mrs. Holcomb are the worst of ene- 
mies, and have frequently met and 
quarreled at his office. That such was 
their enmity and so frequent were 
these unpleasant scenes between them, 
that Mrs. Hyland finally refused to 
enter his office again and, after an- 
nouncing her intention to go to another 
attorney, she employed W. T. Williams, 
Esq. As regards the pocketbook story, 
he claims that she agreed, in the ‘pres- 
ence of Williams, that the first $50 
alimony allowed by the court should 
be paid to him, and that he should re- 
ceive one-half of all subsequent allow- 
ances on account of attorney's fees. 

He denies that he ever charged Mrs. 
Hyland $2 for whisky, but claims that 
he only charged her the actual price 
of the liquor he purchased for her at 
various times. 

The first witness callede was Milo M. 
Potter, one of the proprietors of the 
Hotel Westminster, who produced the 
register of his hotel for 1888, showing 
that on March 21 of that year one Lor- 
etta Ramp had registered there and 
been assigned to room 86. As witness 
did not assume control of the hotel un- 
til October, 1888, he could not testify as 
nd when or by. whom. said entry was 

e 


M. P. Martin, a former clerk of said 
hotel, now at the Hollenbeck, was called 
upon the saiiie point, but knew nothing 
of the matter. | 

It being shown by Mr. Potter that the 
clerk who was employed at the West- 
minster at that time was now in Se- 
attle, Mrs. Emma Holcomb was called 
and testified that said entry was made 
‘by the clerk at her-request, she having 
personated Loretta Ramp at her hus- 

Judge Shaw, however, sustained the 
defendant’s abjection to further testi- 
mony on this point on the ground that 
witness being then the wife of defend- 
ant it wasin the nature of a privileged 
communication, and Mrs. Holcomb was 
temporarily withdrawn. 

Mrs. Mary B, Hyland was then called 


with Holcomb, stating that the written 
agreement, referred to in her accusa- 
tion, had been burned by Holcomb 
about four days before her divorce suit 
came up ‘trial: befpre Judge Van 
Dyke in the presence of herself and 
little son; Ray. 
Mrs..Emma, Holcomb. was then. re- 
ealled and testified t6 having personated 
received service of the summons in a 
fendant at the Hotel Westminister, 
which she subsequently returned to 
Holcomb who waited for her on the 
sidewalk Gutside. Thé register of ac- 
tions, in which the Ramp case was en- 
tered, showing that the summons was 
missing from the files, was then intro- 
duced in eviderice.. . 
Mrs. Holcomb vigorously denied hav- 
‘ing threatened to get even with and 
run her former husband out of town at 
various times in the presence of differ- 


ent persons.

He had no unfriendly feeling 
against Holcomb, and had had no aiffi- 
culty, with him, except upon one occa- 
sion, When, as he was passing with 
Mrs. Holeomb, - Mrs.’ Hyland 
other woman, Holcomb had made the 
remark that they were “a dirty-look- 
ing crowd." * Witness stopped and 
asked Holcomb to whom he referred;

City Work Which May Be 
Done at the Present 
Time. 


Another conference between members 
of the City Council and representatives 
of the unemployed of the city was held 
yesterday morning. Mayor Rowan, 
City Engineer Dockweiler and Council- 
men Nickell, Rhodes, Munsen and Innes 
were present. . 

The City Engineer and others sug- 
gested work that was in need of being 
done and was expected to be done with- 
in six months or so and the Mayor said 
he thought it would be well to give 
employment to those needing it by put- 
ting them at such work. It was be 
lieved that if the coming two dr. three 
months could be ttded over then those 
who were at present unable to secure 
employment would be able to find some- 
thing to do. 

Councilman Nickell ‘suggested that 
perhaps, in view of the prevailing hard 
times it might be well to let some of 
“those who had been for a long time 

regularly employed step out for @ 

month and give some of the men who 
were needing work worse an oppor- 
tunity of earning a month's wages. By 
so doing the latter would probably be 
able to get through the winter.. 

Councilman Munson spoke in favor 
of having the street at the corner of 
Second and Pear! streets repaired. He 
called attention to the fact that after

Kriox Tells His Sideof the Story ina Straight- 
forward Way With No Attempt 
at Concealment—A Claim 
of Self-defense. 


As a result of the shooting affray 
which occurred Friday afternoon, near 
Moneta, mention of which was made 
in yesterday’s Times, Dr. Parkins” lies 
at his home probably fatally wounded, 
while J. B. Knox occupies a place 
among the many criminals lodged in 
the big tank up at the County Jail. 

Dr. Parkins in a well‘to-do rancher 
who lives about a mile and a half from 
the little town of Moneta. Some time 
ago, it is stated, he hired Knox to 
work for him, but not being satisfied 
with the latter's service discharged him 


his new occupation. Knox wanted to 
bring an attachment suit to recover on 
his contract or agreement, but the Re- 
dondo justice being unwilling to issue 
a complaint he did not do so but sought 
réparation in another way. He went 
to Parkins and insisted that he be 
paid a sum which he claimed was due 
him and by so doing angered the doctor, 
who ordered him away. ‘ 

Friday afternoon he went to Parkins’s 
house and again demanded his pay. 


Some hard words passed and then 
Knox went away, returning shortly 
with a gun. Parkins in the meantime 


armed himself with a rifle and con- 
fronted Kn: Ox. Both men became again 
wWroucht up’and both fired. Knox es- 
caped unhurt but Parkins fell With a 
charge of shot in his vitals. 

Knox returned to Redondo immedi- 
ately afterwards where he was taken in 
charge by Deputy Sheriff Foyer who 
brought him up to the County Jail 
yesterday afternoon.
